1.400 Await Mates 
The 27 wives are only a frac­ 
tion of the nearly 1.400 women 
in this country with a sim ilar 
fate. Up until recently they have 
not 
spoken up, they’ve 
been 
afraid to. 
Afraid of what enemy forces 
in Vietnam would do to their 
husbands—'if they are alive. 
Why are they speaking out 
now? 
“Time is running out,” said

Israeli Cabinet Meets, 
Ties With U.S. Strained 


JERUSALEM (AP) — The Is­ 
raeli Cabinet m et in special ses­ 
sion today to discuss the U.S. 
peace proposal for Israel and 
Jordan and the strain it has put 
on Israel’s relations with Wash­ 
ington. 
The plan reportedly calls for 
Israeli withdrawal from m ost of 
the Jordan River’s west bank 
territory captured in the 1967 
w ar, and Israeli-Jordam an talks 
•bout the status of Jerusalem , 
which was unified as Israel’s 
capital following the 1967 fight­ 
ing.

NEW YORK — Mortality in 
tile United States was lightly 
lower in 1969 tnan in 1968, 
statisticians reported here to­ 
day. 
They estimate .the national 
death rate for 1969 to be about 
9.5 per 1,000 population. This 
marks the 22nd year in suc­ 
cession in which a death rate 
below IO per 1,000 was regis­ 
tered in this country. 
The mortality rate for in­ 
fluenza and pneumonia combin­ 
ed is estimated to be about 40 
per 100,000 population in 1969 
or about IO per cent higher 
than in 1968. The death rate 
from influenza was distinctly 
higher in 1969 than in 1968 be­ 
cause of the widespread out­ 
breaks that reached a high level 
in December of 1968 and con­ 
tinued into early 1969. The im­ 
pact of these outbreaks also 
raised death rates among per­ 
sons with long-standing chronic 
cardiovascular and respiratory 
disease, particularly at the old­ 
er ages. 
The 1969 death rate from 
diseases of the heart, which 
currently account for nearly 
two fifths of all deaths in this 
country, was fractionally below 
that a year ago. The mortal­ 
ity rate for the ischemic type 
of heart disease, mainly coro­ 
nary, decreased by about 2 
per cent compared with 1968. 
Cerebral vascular disease also 
recorded a decline — about 3% 
per cent. 
Cancer which ranks second 
only to heart disease as a cause 
of death was slightly higher in 
1969 than the year before, con­ 
tinuing on a gradual uptrend. 
The death rate from diabetes 
declined slightly — about 2 per 
cent — but cirrhosis of the liv­ 
er continued to rise showing an 
increase of about 4 per cent. 
Provisional data indicate that 
the number of motor vehicle 
accident fatalities in 1969 was 
about 3 per cent above that in 
1968. The death toll from all 
types of accidents combined is 


likely to bt' slightly greater 
than in 1968. 
Infant mortality, which had 
reached a new record low of 22 
per 1,000 live births in 1968 was 
slightly lower in 1969 and may 
et a new record low.

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Consolidation 


One of the recommendations contained in 
the 10-point program of the Michigan Depart­ 
ment of Commerce to accelerate the economic 
development of the Upper Peninsula calls for the 
consolidation of local governmental units. Tile 
program, announced early this month, was de­ 
veloped after a six-day tour of the Upper Pen­ 
insula by State Commerce Director Richard E. 
Whitener and other State Commerce Depart­ 
ment officials at the request of Gov. William G. 
Milliken. Tile group visited IO communities and 
talked to hundreds of people before drafting the 
10-point program. 
The recommendation on local government 
consolidation is particularly worthy of consider­ 
ation because, unlike some of the other recom­ 
mendations in the 10-point program, it can be 
executed without the expenditure of any tax 
dollars. On the contrary, consolidation probably 
would produce a saving of tax dollars. 
Communities in which governmental con­ 
solidation could be mutually beneficial are those 
which are contiguous or nearly so. By merging 
them into a single governmental unit, savings 
could be made through the operation of one po­ 
lice and fire department, one water and sewer 
department, etc., instead of two or more depart­ 
ments to carry out each of these functions. Con­ 
solidation also could give these communities 
some of the advantages inherent in size itself: 
Larger communities obviously have more re­ 
sources than smaller ones and are therefore in 
a position to undertake projects that might be 
beyond the capability of smaller units. Larger 
communities, for instance, might be able to of­ 
fer facilities to attract industry that would be 
lacking in smaller communities. 
♦ 
* 
* 
The Upper Peninsula has an unusually large 
number of these clusters of autonomous local 
governmental units which have boundaries that 
are contiguous or nearly so. Their origin is ex­ 
plained briefly in Whitmer’s report to the Gov­ 
ernor on the 10-point program: 
“As mineral deposits were discovered, the 
mining company controlling the property often 
encouraged the formation of separate commu­ 
nities. This provided political as well as economic 
control of the mine area. Because of the geologi­ 
cal formation of the mineral deposits, clusters 
of communities developed. 
“As the mines became uneconomic and were 
abandoned, the tax base of the related commu­ 
nities diminished greatly. But long years of tra­ 
dition, local political considerations, rivalries and 
other such factors have deterred consolidation/* 
Whitmer’s report lists the following com­ 
munities as representing “the more obvious op- 
portunities for increased efficiency and reduced 
operating costs via consolidation’*: Ishpeming- 
Negaunee, Iron Mountain-Kingsford - Breitung 
Township, Houghton-Hancock, Calumet-Lauri- 
um-Calumet Township, Ahmeek-Mohawk, Iron- 
wood-North 
Ironwood-Bessermer-North Besse- 
mer-Wakefield-Ramsey, Lake Linden-Hubbell- 
Osceola Township-Torch Lake Township and 
Iron River-Stambaugh-Caspian-Gaastra-Mineral 
Hills-Iron River Township.

The Upper Peninsula and the rest of Michi­ 
gan have witnessed the increased efficiency and 
other advantages that have resulted from con­ 
solidations of school districts. From one end of 
the Upper Peninsula to the other the number 
of school districts has decreased and the quality 
of education generally has increased through 
consolidation. 
Although school 
consolidation 
has 
met 
some resistance, it has become a reality. Con­ 
solidation of local governmental units, however, 
is another matter. To the best of our knowledge 
there have been no instances in the Upper Pen­ 
insula in which two such units have merged. 
Voters in Iron Mountain and Kingsford cast 
ballots on a proposal to consolidate several years 
ago, but the plan was rejected. 
Perhaps citizens in other contiguous com­ 
munities in the Upper Peninsula would greet 
similar proposals with a similar reaction, but in 
this era of rising costs and taxes the feasibility 
of community consolidation merits serious ex­ 
amination.

If there has been any healing of wounds 
created during the last several years by the 
east-west struggle in Iron County, the latest 
meeting of the county board of supervisors re­ 
opened them in short order. The strife, created 
mainly by inability of the county to compromise 
on building and location of a new acute care hos­ 
pital, reached what may be its peak when the 
board voted to recall Its legal counsel of 14 years. 
Oswald G. Casanova, prosecuting attorney, was 
ousted from his capacity as the board’s legal 
adviser by a 10-5 west side (Iron River-Stam- 
baugh) majority vote following another hassle 
concerning the hospital 
issue. 
According to 
Board Chairman Leonard Schive and Supervisor 
Joseph Fittante, proponents of the west side in­ 
terests, a petition signed by 25 per cent of the 
voters in the 1966 county gubernatorial election 
will be sufficient to complete the ouster. Casano­ 
va said that cause must be shown during a mo­ 
tion for dismissial of an elected official and that 
the supervisor and others who voiced their sup­ 
port “could be in trouble.** It was not made clear 
whether Casanova could be removed as prosecu­ 
ting attorney without a recall petition and refer­ 
endum.

Violence Commission 
Paints Dark Picture 
EDITOR’S NOTE: A presiden­ 
tial commission last week com­ 
pleted a l^i-year investigation 
of violence in America. This ar­ 
ticle summarizes its findings.

WASHINGTON 'API - Mil­ 
lions of them cache arms. They 
play, 
study, 
worship 
under 
guard, fleeing the streets at 
nightfall. Some cry revolution, 
others 
mobilize 
vigilante-like 
patrols. 
In 1969 A.D., these were a few 
scenes of life among Americans. 
At the dawn of a social renais­ 
sance that could free them all of 
hardships, they stumble into a 
dark age of refuge in fortresses 
for the privileged. 
Regarded by many as the 
moral leaders of the Western 
World, they witness the wane of 
one of the bloodiest decades of 
their history. 
Such is the picture of Ameri­ 
can life drawn in the final re­ 
port of the National Commission 
on the Causes and Prevention of 
Violence. 
Warning Issued 
And this is the commission’s 
warning: 
Suffer the violence, Ameri­ 
cans. or free all citizens from 
poverty and social privateion. 
While the commission said 
aome hopeful things about the 
condition of the nation its re­ 
port painted a picture of civil 
deterioration. 
This is a decade which encom­ 
passed the assassination of a 
president, a senator and a Ne­ 
gro Nobel Prize winner, which 
in its latter half saw ghetto riots 
involving more than two million 
persons and resulting in 191 
deaths. 
It is a time wherein up to one 
in every 150 Americans yearly 
commit violent crimes, a time 
in which half the nation’s 60 mil­ 
lion households possess at least 
one firearm. 
Created By LBJ 
The commission, which issued 
its final report a week ago, was 
created by President Johnson 
following the assassination of 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy to de­ 
termine the causes of violence 
in the United States and to re­ 
commend methods of preven­ 
tion. 
Headed by Dr. Milton S. Ei­ 
senhower, its members included 
persons 
of 
many 
political 
stripes, ranging from conserva­ 
tive Sen. Roman Hruska, R- 
Neb., to longshorem an-philoso- 
pher Erie Hoffer. 
In its year and a half of inves­ 
tigation the commission found 
that, among modern, stable de­ 
mocracies, the United States is 
the clear leader in rates of hom­ 
icide, assault, rape, robbery and 
among the highest in group vio­ 
lence and assassination. 
Commission surveys showed 
half the women and one-fifth of 
the nation’s men fear to walk 
outdoors at night. Nearly one- 
third of American householders 
wish to move because of high 
rates of crime—and many have 
done so. Vigilante-like groups 
have organized. 
Closing Into Forts 
“We are closing ourselves into 
fortresses when collectively we 
should be building the great, 
open, human city societies of 
which we are capable,” the 
commission reported. 
While this is happening, the 
members decided, for the first 
time in man’s history—this one 
—is nearing the capability of re­ 
leasing all citizens from depri­ 
vation that until now had been 
accepted as the inevitable lot of 
a large part of humankind. 
* 
The poor, the black, ail other 
deprived groups, can daily 
en their television sets what 
they are missing and how near 


their release from misery can 
be, the panel said, but the insti­ 
tutions have not yet made it 
possible for an expectant popu­ 
lace to achieve what the econo­ 
my and technology are becom­ 
ing capable of providing. 
Look At Future 
Lacking effective public ac­ 
tion, the commission said life in 
America in a few more years 
will be like this: 
—“High rise apartments and 
residential compounds protected 
by private guards and security 
devices will be fortified cells for 
upper middleclass and high in­ 
come 
populations 
living 
at 
prime locations in the city. 
—“Suburban 
neighborhoods 
will be protected mainly by eco­ 
nomic homogeneity and by dis­ 
tance from 
population groups 
with 
highest 
propensity 
for 
crime. 
—“Ownership of guns will be 
almost universal in the suburbs, 
with homes fortified by an ar­ 
ray of devices from window 
grills to electronic surveillance 
equipment, armed citizen volun­ 
teers supplementing inadequate 
police petrols. 
—“Extreme 
leftwing 
and 
rightwing groups will have tre­ 
mendous armories of weapons 
which could be brought into 
play with or without provoca­ 
tion. 
Sanitised Corridors 
—“High speed patrolled ex­ 
pressways will be sanitized cor­ 
ridors connecting safe areas. 
Autos and taxis and commercial 
vehicles will be routinely pro­ 
tected with unbreakable glass, 
light armor and other security 
features. 
—“Armed guards will protect 
all public facilities. 
—“Ghetto 
slums 
will 
be 
places of terror with widespread 
crime perhaps entirely out of 
police control during nighttime 
hours.” 
Though fear of violence gnaws 
at the vitals of America, the 
commission decided the single 
most serious problem of tile 
American city today is the pov­ 
erty and social isolation of mi­ 
nority groups in central cities. 
Violence Festers 
It is among these minority 
groups, the study showed, that 
violence festers most strongly. 
Tile commission found crime, 
its offenders and victims most 
often in urban areas character­ 
ized by low income, physical de­ 
terioration, racial and ethnic 
concentrations, broken homes, 
working mothers, low levels of 
education, high unemployment, 
high 
proportions 
of 
single 
males, high population density. 
Most typically the offenders 
are between 15 and 24, black, 
male, from the lower end of the 
occupational scale, and commit­ 
ting crimes against those with 
the same characteristics. 
Contrary to widespread belief, 
the commission reported, most 
violent crime is not committed 
by black offenders against white 
victims. “Our survey found that 
90 per cent of urban homicide, 
aggravated assaults and rapes 
involve victims and offenders of 
the same race.” 
Children On Streets 
Emphasizing that many slum 
residents manage to live peace­ 
ful and decent lives despite the 
surrounding 
conditions, 
the 
commission noted children of 
the ghettos spend much of their 
time on the streets of their vi­ 
olent world. 
“Frequently, their image of 
success is not the solid citizen, 
the 
responsible 
hardworking 
husband and father. Rather the 
‘surcessful’ man is the cynical 
hustler who promotes his own 
interests by exploiting others— 
through dope selling, numbers.

But 
the commission 
found 
children of white suburbs and 
fortress - like highrise apart­ 
ments 
also 
are 
graphically 
shown the world of police inter­ 
rogations, of gangsters beating 
enemies, of spies, of routine 
demonstrations of killing and 
maiming—all on television. 
Forces At Work 
And weakening the legitima­ 
cy of American institutions in 
the eyes of slum dwellers have 
been a number of converging 
forces: 
“The spectacle of governors 
defying court orders, police un­ 
lawfully beating demonstrators, 
looters and rioters going unap­ 
prehended and unpunished, and 
college youth attacking society’s 
rules and values, makes it eas­ 
ier 
for disadvantaged young 
people, whose 
attachment to 
law-abiding behavior already is 
tenuous, to slip into law-break­ 
ing behavior.” 
Even as violence has become 
a more muscular evil in the na­ 
tion, the criminal justice proc­ 
ess, suffering from an insuffi­ 
ciency of resources and a lack 
of management, has become 
less effective as a deterrent to 
crime. 
Police protection and commu­ 
nity relations are poorest in the 
high crime slum neighborhoods 
where they should be best, the 
commission said. Correctional 
institutions are generally the 
most neglected part of the crim­ 
inal justice process. 
Highest Gun Ratio 
With a loss of confidence in 
the law, with a glorification of 
guns in American culture and 
television and movie displays of 
guns by heroes, the commission 
found the United States to have 
the highest gun-to-popu I a tion ra­ 
tio in the world. 
Lending impetus to the arms 
buildup, are the exhortations of 
extremist groups, 
black 
and 
white, 
whose 
members 
are 
urged to buy firearms and be 
prepared to use them against 
“the enemy.” 
“A new wave of American vi­ 
gilantism 
could 
result 
from 
these activities,” the commis­ 
sion said. 
Society’s failure to afford full 
protection 
of 
the 
rights 
of 
speech, and assembly is likely a 
major reason why protest some­ 
times results in violence, the 
commission said. 
Remedies Inadequate 
“Although these rights are ex­ 
pressly safeguarded by the fed­ 
eral constitution, the existing 
remedies to aggrieved persons 
are not adequate . . . 
“Our political and social insti­ 
tutions and programs have not 
kept pace . . .” 
To end high levels of violence, 
the commission recommended 
to the President such tilings as 
increasing annual welfare ex­ 
penditures by $20 billion annual­ 
ly when the Vietnam war is 
over and doubling the national 
investment in the criminal jus­ 
tice process. 
When in man’s history other 
great civilizations fell, the vio­ 
lence commission concluded, it 
was less often from external as­ 
sault than from internal decay. 
“ . . . The graver threats today 
are internal: haphazard urbani­ 
zation, 
racial 
discrimination, 
disfiguring of the environment, 
dislocation of human identity 
and motivation created by an 
affluent society—all resulting in 
a rising tide of individual and 
group violence. 
“The greatness and durability 
of most civilizations has been fi­ 
nally determined by how they 
have responded to these chal­ 
lenges from within. Ours will ba 
no exception.” 


Opening lead—ace of clubs. 
It is normal to expect the 
bidding in a world champion­ 
ship to be of high order, and 
in most hands the contestants 
surely live up to this, but, oc­ 
casionally, 
something 
goes 
wrong and the bidding some­ 
how or other gets fouled up. 
Here is a startling example 
from the Italy-U. S. match in 
1963.

Playing the Neopolitan Club 
system, South bid a spade and 
North responded two diamonds. 
South’s leap to three notrump 
was a slight overbid, but he 
knew that his partner 
would 
not play him for as many as 
17 points because 
he 
would 
have opened with an artificial 
club bid in such case. 
North 
understandably 
be­ 
came slam-minded and inaugu­ 
rated a series of cuebids that 
led to a grand slam. Four clubs 
and four hearts showed first- 
round control of those suits, 
and four notrump (not Black­ 
wood) requested South to show 
other values. 
Five spades denied them, but 
when North persisted with five 
notrump. South showed he had 
the diamond quen by bidding 
six diamonds. 
This provoked 
North 
into 
bidding seven spades, a rela­ 
tively 
poor 
contract 
with 
roughly one 
chance 
out 
of 
four of success. But with spades 
divided 2-2 and the diamonds 
3-2, the grand slam could not 
be beaten 
and the Italians 
racked up a 
score 
of 
1,510 
points. 
By the way of contrast, the 
American North-South pair at 
the other table erred in the op­ 
posite* direction. Their bidding 
incomprehensibly went:

Three Hurt In Traffic Mishap

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Excessive Borrowing- 
Good Or Bad Policy?

NEW YORK 1 AP) — As the 
decade of the 1960s is left be­ 
hind. a difference of opinion ex­ 
ists as to whether Americans 
also left behind some good old­ 
fashioned ideas of thrift. 
At its extreme the argument 
goes like this: 
—The 
notion 
of 
individual 
thrift ha* been discarded. Con­ 
sumers are in debt way over 
their 
heads 
and 
someday 
there’ll be an accounting. Hie 
country can't continue to go on 
spending money it hasn't yet 
earned. 
—Nonsense. Sure there has 
been a lot of borrowing during 
the 1960s. But people are earn­ 
ing bigger and bigger incomes. 
They can afford to borrow on 
their futures, because their fu­ 
tures are going to bring more 
money. 
Ability Underestimated 
Those who hold the first posi­ 
tion are inclined to have a low 
estimate 
of 
this 
generation’s 
ability and intention to act res­ 
ponsibly. They’ call it the “Now” 
generation and claim it wants ev­ 
erything 
immediately, without 
pain. and without cash. 
This, they say, is bad news for 
the country. They maintain it 
was the savings of individual 


Substitute For 
Detergents Said 
To Be Effective 


TORONTO (APi— Dr. Philip 
Jones. 38. a pollution specialist 
with the University of Toronto, 
announced today he has discov­ 
ered a harmless substitute for 
phosphate 
detergents 
blamed 
for polluting fresh water lakes. 
Jones, vice chairman of the 
university’s environmental 
sci­ 
ences and engineering program, 
•aid in a statement his discov­ 
ery means that phosphates will 
no longer be "a necessary com­ 
ponent of household and indus­ 
trial detergents.” 
After three years of research. 
he found the answer in nitrilo- 
tri-acetate, a substance readily 
broken down by soil bacteria by 
a number af steps and which 
produces 
residues 
"that 
are 
non-toxic, yet do not promote 
the growth of algae or other 
troublesome vegetable m atter.” 
Phosphates, 
once 
thought 
harmless, have since been de­ 
scribed as among the most trou­ 
blesome pollutants of fresh wa­ 
ter because they promote the 
growih of algae. 
A recent report of the Interna­ 
tional 
Joint 
Commission

There is no question whatever 
that consumer credit exploded 
all over the economic scene in 
the 1960s.

Consumer Credit High 
Documenting the rise, about 
$120 billion in consumer credit 
was outstanding at the end of 
the year, more than double the 
total at the beginning of the dec­ 
ade. 
For automobiles alone. Amer­ 
ican a owed $36 billion in Decem­ 
ber. again more than double the 
figure of IO years earlier. More 
than $29 billion was owed in per­ 
sonal loans, a jump of more 
than $16 billion s nee 1962. 
Late in the 1960s. when the 
price 
of 
loans 
began 
rising 
sharply, many Americans dis­ 
covered the policy loan. They 
borrowed on their life insurance 
policies to the tune of $12 billion, 
compared with only $5.27 billion 
in 1960. 
Add on to these figures about 
$235 billion of consumer debt, a 
rise of about $160 billion during 
the decade. 
Borrowing Spree 
No question about it. Ameri­ 
cans went on a borrowing spree 
in the 1960s. It was a revolution­ 
ary attitude, for Americans had 
a long tradition of pav as you 
go. TTiere wras something hon­ 
orable about paying your bills in 
cash, on time. 
That same attitude, in die 
opinion 
of 
some 
economists, 
also tended to stifle enterprise. 
It represented a great deal of 
insecurity; people did not want 
to take chances. 
Fears Disappear 
Americans during the 1960s 
lost a lot of those old fears. 
They realized they were not as 
vulnerable to financial blows be­ 


cause they had Social Security 
and health insurance and better 
education and a firmer grip on 
their jobs. 
And their government ai ef­ 
fect told them that they need no 
longer fear a major depression 
because the economic cycle was 
being 
controlled. 
A recession 
perhaps, but nothing of any ex­ 
tended duration or great intensi­ 
ty. 
All this made Americans less 
fearful of extending themselves. 
But it still isn’t entirely clear 
that the freer use of credit 
means that Americans have fo­ 
rsak en thrift. 
Bills Paid On Time 
Although 
installment 
pay­ 
ments 
alone—not 
including 
mortgages—were 
taking 
more 
than 15 per cent of disposable 
income as the year ended, those 
bills were being paid precisely 
on time. 
During the 1960s Americans 
also built up great assets. While 
they were buying on credit they 
were saving also, and now have 
more than $480 billion of liquid 
assets, such as bank deposits, to 
match against those liabilities. 
Personal 
bankruptcies 
had 
risen through much of the 1960s, 
but in the final year of the dec­ 
ade they dropped sharply. Mort­ 
gage for eclosures were at a rate 
of only three-tenths of one per 
cent and mortgage delinquen­ 
cies were less than one per cent. 
Situation Stable 
Viewed 
from 
the 
payback 
record, 
the 
situation 
doesn’t 
look bad at all. And even the 
fundamentalist 
opponents 
of 
easy credit must concede that 
for many people credit was the 
means through which they devel­ 
oped capital. 
The 
real 
test 
of 
whether 
Americans 
are 
overextended 
won’t come until there is a 
recession. Then, if Americans 
can lose buying power and even 
jobs and still continue to pay 
their bills, it would indicate that 
they are financially sound—de­ 
spite all that credit.

team of Agriculture Department 
scientists 
has 
recommended 
that the practice by some manu­ 
facturers of dumping pesticide 
wastes into city sewers in the 
Lake Michigan area must stop 
if pollution is to be halted. 
The report said four plants in 
Michigan and six in Wisconsin 
were found to be discharging 
pesticide wastes in city sewers. 
The names of the plants and lo­ 
cations were not identified. 
Wildlife Endangered 
‘‘Disposal of pesticide wastes 
in city sewers is a practice that 
can endanger wildlife and pub­ 
lic health and must be stopped,” 
the report said. 
The report was based on a 
survey of the Lake Michigan 
watershed area last spring fol­ 
lowing disclosure that DDT resi­ 
dues had been found in coho 
salmon taken from the lake. 
Agriculture Department offi­ 
cials completed the report in 
October and sent copies to state 
authorities 
in 
the 
area 
last 
month bpt made no public an­ 
nouncement here. 
Report Requested 
The report was made avail­ 
able last week after newsmen 


requested 
it. 
A 
department 
spokesman said the report had 
not been released under normal 
procedure “because of an over­ 
sight” within the agency. 
The survey included plant in­ 
spections in Michigan, Wiscon­ 
sin , Illinois and Indiana, as well 
as samplings of sanitation sys­ 
tems in the Lake Michigan wat­ 
ershed arca. 
“The most serious sources of 
pollution appear to be those 
(pesticide) formulators who dis­ 
pose of all or a part of their liq­ 
uid wastes in city sewage sys­ 
tem s,” 
the 
state 
authorities 
were informed in a letter by D. 
R. Shepherd, director of plant 
protection for the department’s 
Agricultural Research Service. 
Landfills No Problem 
“ From the limited amount of 
sampling that was done, the dis­ 
posal of solid wastes in landfills 
is 
apparently 
not 
a 
major 
source of pollution,” Shepherd 
said “We are commending that 
additional 
samples 
be 
taken 
around waste disposal areas im 
order to confirm results of our 
first sampling.” 
Shepherd also said the depart- 
|m ent recommended that plants 
disposing of liquid wastes in city 


sewers “be asked to change to 
some 
other 
method' 
which 
would not present a pollution 
problem. 
Other Recommendations 
The report said Indiana and 
Illinois did not have any pesti­ 
cide 
plants 
within the Lake 
Michigan watershed. 
Other 
recommendation® 
in­ 
cluded : 
—Additional sampling of wa­ 
ter and sediment to provide 
more information on the contri­ 
bution of pesticide formulating 
plants which dispose of waste in 
public and private dumps. 
—Effluent from urban storm 
sewers 
within 
the 
watershed 
should be sampled during heavy 
rains. 
—Sewage treatm ent facilities 
should be visited to determine 
Whether sludge is properly dis­ 
posed of. 
—Effluent from sewage treat­ 
ment plants should be moni­ 
tored periodically for pesticide 
residues. 
—A survey of dry cleaners and 
rug manufacturers should be 
made to determine their meth­ 
ods for disposing of mothproof­ 
ing pesticides.
